He asked if I had any objection to a Director being 
appointed who was a Nawal officer or an Army officer, provided that 
upon accepting the appointment, such officer wuld resign from the 
service and forego all hiz rights. I told him that I had xe 
objection whatsoever, provided that the officer appoirted trreould 
definitely resign for all tine from the service, and would lock 


upon it aa a career job and not as a stepping-stone or ancther tour 
of dutys 
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
